Senate  Bill  16  of  the  June  19,  1989,  Special  Session  requested  a  joint  legis- 
lative committee  to  study  the  following:  measures  for  assuring  account- 
ability and  quality  in  public  school  programs;  the  advisability  of  requiring 
school  districts  to  prepare  a  variety  of  statistical  reports  on  school  perfor- 
mance and  administration;  incentive  pay  for  school  teachers;  establishment 
of  a  specialized  instructor  certification  program;  the  permitting  of  student 
attendance  at  schools  outside  their  resident  districts;  and  the  defining  of  a 
basic  system  of  free  quality  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  in- 
cluding the  state's  responsibility  to  fund  the  system.

Statutory  Citation:  Chapter  11,  Special  Laws,  June  1989 


House  Bill  28,  the  school  funding  reform  legislation,  approved  by  the  June 
19,  1989,  Special  Session,  created  the  Legislative  Oversight  Committee  on 
School  Funding  Implementation,  an  11 -member  committee,  consisting  of 
the  following:  eight  legislators;  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  (or 
designee);  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education;  and  the  Governor 
(or  designee).  The  bill  allows  the  study  committee  to  request  staff  assis- 
tance from  the  Legislative  Council,  the  Office  of  Public  Instruction,  the 
Governor's  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Planning,  the  Board  of  Public 
Education,  the  Legislative  Fiscal  Analyst,  and  the  Legislative  Auditor.  The 
$20,000  appropriation  in  the  bill  for  the  study  is  made  to  the  Legislative 
Council. 

Duties  of  the  committee  include  studies  of  the  following  issues;  school 
transportation  equalization;  district  capital  outlay  and  debt  service  equaliza- 
tion; revenue  sources  related  to  school  funding;  and  a  number  of  school 
funding  implementation  and  equalization  issues  detailed  in  the  bill.

The  Joint  Select  Committee  on  Workers'  Compensation  is  to  address  the 
following:  problems  affecting  the  workers'  compensation  fund;  laws  and 
policies  governing  workers'  compensation;  costs,  benefits,  and  operations 
of  the  state  fund,  including  premium  rates  and  classifications;  projected 
costs  of  operating  the  state  fund  and  the  reasons  for  the  increasing  un- 
funded liability;  revenue  requirements  needed  to  operate  the  state  fund  and 
eliminate  the  unfunded  liability;  and  options  for  reducing  costs  and  rates 
associated  with  the  state  fund,  for  ensuring  future  solvency  of  the  fund,  or 
for  selling  or  abolishing  the  fund.  The  Select  Committee  was  granted  a 
$40,000  appropriation  to  conduct  this  study.  The  Committee  is  to  terminate 
July  1,  1991.

The  Environmental  Quality  Council  (EQC)  is  required  to  review  and  ap- 
praise state  programs  and  activities  related  to  the  environment  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  Montana  Environmental  Policy  Act  (Title  75,  Chapter 
1 ,  MCA).  The  EQC  is  composed  of  four  House  members,  four  Senate  mem- 
bers, and  four  public  members.  A  representative  of  the  Governor's  Office 
serves  as  a  nonvoting  member. 

Two  major  topics  assigned  by  the  1989  Legislature  for  interim  study  are 
regulation  and  management  of  solid  waste  (SJR  19)  and  protection  and 
management  of  groundwater  quality  (SJR  22).  Other  interim  study  topics 
that  respond  to  1989  legislative  directives  include  reviews  of  log-scaling 
practices  and  the  Board  of  Oil  and  Gas  Conservation's  activities  in  complet- 
ing its  programmatic  environmental  impact  statement  on  oil  and  gas  drill- 
ing and  production.

The  Legislative  Audit  Committee  appoints  a  Legislative  Auditor  whose  staff 
audits  the  financial  affairs  of  each  state  agency  or  other  organization  receiv- 
ing state  funds.  The  audit  staff  also  conducts  performance  audits  to  test  the 
efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  agencies  in  administering  governmental 
programs  and  conducts  electronic  data  processing  audits  to  determine  the 
efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  state's  computer  resources. 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  20,  Laws  of  1989,  assigned  the  Committee  an  in- 
terim study  of  the  performance  and  effectiveness  of  various  state  lending 
programs,  such  as  those  under  the  Board  of  Housing,  the  Board  of  Invest- 
ments, and  the  Local  Government  Assistance  Division's  community  block 
grant  program.

The  eight  members  of  the  Legislative  Council,  four  senators  and  four  rep- 

resentatives, are  chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  the  Senate 

and  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  Council  is  bipar- 

tisan, and  the  term  of  office  is  for  two 

years.  A  new  Council  is  selected  before 

the  50th  day  of  the  first  regular  session  of  each  biennium.

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The  law  charges  the  Council  with  administrative  responsibilities  relative  to 
the  Council  staff.  An  important  responsibility  of  the  Council  since  1975  has 
been  supervision  of  the  codification  of  Montana's  statutes  by  a  Code  Com- 
missioner assigned  to  the  Council  staff.  The  Montana  Code  Annotated 
(MCA),  as  recodified  and  published  by  the  Code  Commissioner,  was 
adopted  as  prima  facie  the  law  of  Montana  by  Chapter  1,  Laws  of  1979. 

The  one  nonadministrative  policy  study  function  assigned  to  the  Council 
provides  a  legislative  safety  valve.  In  the  event  a  problem  demanding  legis- 
lative attention  arises  during  the  interim,  the  Council  may  assign  study  of 
the  problem  to  an  appropriate  study  committee.  Chapter  1,  Laws  of  1987, 
allows  the  Council  to  assign  such  a  study  to  either  a  joint  interim  subcom- 
mittee or  an  appropriate  statutory  committee. 

The  Council  may  not  approve  or  disapprove  substantive  portions  or  recom- 
mendations of  any  interim  committee  report. 

The  Council  Staff 

The  staff  of  the  Legislative  Council  acts  as  an  independent,  nonpolitical,  im- 
partial staff  agency  for  the  Legislature,  performing  those  duties  and  func- 
tions assigned  by  law  or  as  directed  or  requested  by  members  and 
committees  of  the  Legislature.  The  Council  staff  also  provides  information 
to  the  public  in  legislative  matters. 

The  staff  is  divided  into  four  functional  divisions:  Legislative  Services 
Division,  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division,  Legal  Services 
Division,  and  Management  and  Business  Services  Division.  Two  additional 
divisions  are  activated  during  a  legislative  session:  the  Legislative  Informa- 
tion Office  and  Legislative  Printing  and  Distribution. 

The  Legislative  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  clerical  preparation  of 
introduced  bills  and  for  engrossing  and  enrolling  of  bills.  This  division  uses 
a  computerized  word  processing  system  in  order  to  operate  with  a  high  de- 
gree of  effectiveness  and  accuracy  with  a  relatively  small  staff  of  copy 
editors,  data  entry  operators,  and  proofreaders.  The  computerized  word 
processing  system  is  also  used  in  the  publication  of  the  Montana  Code  An- 
notated. This  division  is  also  responsible  for  the  compilation,  publication, 
and  distribution  of  the  following:  bill  drafting  record  index,  internal 
reference  report.  Rules  of  the  Montana  Legislature,  code  sections  affected 
list.  Daily  Bill  Status,  Combined  Final  Status,  daily  and  final  Journals  of 
House  and  Senate,  Session  Laws,  and  text  and  annotations  of  the  Montana 
Code  Annotated. 

The  Research  and  Reference  Sen/ices  Division  and  the  Legal  Services 
Division  have  many  of  the  same  responsibilities.  Both  divisions  perform 
general  and  specialized  research  and  reference  and  information  functions. 
Staff  members  from  both  divisions  may  staff  legislative  committees  during 
the  session  and  throughout  the  interim,  draft  legislation,  prepare  legislative 
and  staff  reports,  and  provide  information  on  the  legislative  process  to  the 
public.  During  the  interim,  the  Legal  Services  Division  is  primarily  respon- 
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sible  for  publication  and  updating  of  the  Montana  Code  Annotated.  The  Re- 
search Division  has  primary  responsibility  for  staffing  interim  committees 
and  providing  reference  services.  The  Research  and  Reference  Services 
Division  maintains  a  reference  library  containing  items  of  special  interest  to 
legislators  and  legislative  staff.  The  library  maintains  a  liaison  with  other 
libraries  to  help  make  information  available  as  quickly  as  possible. 

In  addition  to  the  index  to  the  Montana  Code  Annotated,  the  indexers  also 
provide  the  subject  index  for  all  bills  introduced  during  a  legislative  session, 
the  Journal  Index,  Legislative  Review  Index,  Session  Law  Index,  Bill  Draft- 
ing Manual  Index,  Combined  Final  Status  Index,  Legal  Research  Memoran- 
dum Index,  and  Legislative  Rules  Index.  The  indexes  are  updated  during 
and  after  each  legislative  session. 

The  Code  Commissioner  supervises  the  continuing  codification,  indexing, 
rearranging,  and  general  updating  of  the  text  and  annotations  of  the  Mon- 
tana Code  Annotated. 

Annotations,  including  case  notes  to  federal  and  state  court  decisions  and 
other  materials  useful  to  MCA  users,  are  published  separately  from  the  sec- 
tion text  in  booklet  format  that  may  be  easily  updated. 

The  Management  and  Business  Services  Division  maintains  all  bookkeep- 
ing records;  signs  all  legislative  claims  and  payrolls;  requisitions  all  print- 
ing, supplies,  and  equipment;  and  serves  the  House  and  Senate  during  a 
session. 

During  a  legislative  session,  the  Legislative  Information  Office  is  in  opera- 
tion in  the  Capitol  Rotunda.  The  office  operates  six  days  a  week  and 
provides  legislative  information  to  the  public  via  toll-free  telephone  lines  and 
to  the  many  Capitol  visitors.  The  office  assists  in  preparation  of  the  Legis- 
lative Telephone  Directory.  The  Legislative  Information  Office  also  dis- 
tributes the  Legislative  Rules,  daily  committee  hearing  calendars, 
information  available  through  the  computerized  information  system,  daily 
House  and  Senate  second  and  third  reading  agendas,  seating  charts,  and 
other  relevant  materials. 

Legislative  Printing  and  Distribution,  which  is  activated  during  a  legislative 
session,  has  two  separate  functions.  The  distribution  center  distributes  bills, 
amendments,  resolutions,  indexes,  daily  status,  rules,  and  journals  to  legis- 
lators, state  agencies,  lobbyists,  and  other  subscribers  to  the  legislative 
proceedings.  Daily  mailings  of  the  proceedings  are  made  to  the  56  Coun- 
ty Clerk  and  Recorders  and  the  12  state  libraries.  The  print  shop  staff  or- 
ders all  printing,  sets  priorities  on  the  printing,  and  delivers  printed 
proceedings  to  the  House  and  Senate  bill  distribution  offices.

and  evaluate  business  tax  incentives  used  in  other  states.

The  Districting  and  Apportionment  Commission  (sometimes  referred  to  as 
the  Reapportionment  Commission)  is  provided  for  in  the  Montana  Constitu- 
tion. The  Commission  is  to  redistrict  and  reapportion  the  state  into  legisla- 
tive and  congressional  districts  following  each  federal  population  census. 
The  Commission  must  be  named  in  each  legislative  session  preceding  each 
federal  population  census  and  is  to  consist  of  five  citizens  who  are  not  public 
officials.  The  majority  and  minority  leaders  of  each  house  each  designate 
one  commissioner.  Within  20  days  after  designation,  the  four  commis- 
sioners select  a  fifth  member  who  serves  as  the  chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

Congressional  districts  must  be  reapportioned  within  90  days  following 
receipt  of  the  final  census  figures.  The  Commission  must  submit  its  plan  for 
legislative  districts  to  the  Legislature  at  the  first  regular  session  after  its  ap- 
pointment or  after  census  figures  are  available  (53rd  Legislature  in  1993). 
This  Commission  was  designated  April  21 ,  1989,  and  met  May  8,  1989,  to 
select  the  fifth  member  and  chairman.

The  State  Personnel  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Administration  and  the  Legislative  Council  are  co-staff- 
ing the  Committee. 

The  Committee  is  directed  to:  examine  the  policies  governing  state 
employee  compensation  in  Montana  and  in  other  comparable  governmen- 
tal and  private  sector  entities;  identify  problems  with  the  state  employee 
compensation  system  and  options  for  resolving  those  problems;  and 
develop  recommendations  to  maximize  employee  productivity  and 
promote  quality  governmental  services  within  available  funding.  The  Com- 
mittee is  scheduled  to  terminate  July  1,  1991.
